CANTEEN AT FRONT FOR 
AMERICAN “BIRD MEN” 


American flying men in France are 
to receive special attention from the 
American Red Cross as the resnlt of a 
request for such service that has been 
received from General Patrick, Chief 
of the Air Service. Because of the 
necessity of keeping aviators over¬ 
seas in the very best mental and 
physical condition for their hazardous 
work officials of the aviation branch of 
the service have long felt they should 
have more comforts and opportunities 
for relaxation than are provided by 
the ordinary canteen. 

In compliance with the request the 
Red Cross is establishing special com¬ 
bination mess and recreation canteens 
at all points in France where our avi¬ 
ators, either students or officers, are 
stationed. Extra comforts and atten¬ 
tion will be provided for our “bird 
men” at these canteens. • They will be 
presided over by American women of 
intelligence and cheerful personality, 
whoso chief duty will be to create as 
much home atmosphere as possible in 
the circumstances.

It Never Gets Your Nerves 
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Washington, D. C.—(Special.)—Ac¬ 
cording to a report made to the United 
States Public Health Service, the epi¬ 
demic of influenza in Spain has al¬ 
ready caused an Increase in the preva¬ 
lence and deaths from pulmonary tu¬ 
berculosis. A similar association be¬ 
tween influenza and tuberculosis was 
recently made by Sir Arthur News- 
holme, the chief medical officer of the 
English public health service, in his 
analysis of the tuberculosis death rate 
in England. 

In order that the people of the Unit¬ 
ed States may profit by the experience 
of other countries Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue of the United States Pub¬ 
lic Health Service has Just Issued a 
warning emphasizing the need of spe¬ 
cial precautions at the present time. 
“Experience seems to Indicate,” says 
the Surgeon General, “that persons 
whose resistance has been weakened 
by an attack of Influenza are peculiar¬ 
ly susceptible to tuberculosis. With 
millions of Its people recently affected 
with Influenza this country now of¬ 
fers conditions favoring the spread of 
tuberculosis." 

One Million Consumptives in the 
United States. 

“Then you consider this a serious 
menace?” was asked. “In my opinion 
it Is, though I hasten to add it is dis¬ 
tinctly one against which the people 
can guard. So far as one can estimate 
there are at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis in the UBlted 
States. There is unfortunately no 
complete census available to show ex¬ 
actly the number of tuberculosis per¬ 
sons in each state despite the fact that 
most of the states have made the dis¬ 
ease reportable. In New York city, 
where reporting has been in force for 
many years, over 35,000 cases of tu¬ 
berculosis are registered with the De¬ 
partment of Health. Those familiar 
with the situation believe that the ad¬ 
dition of unrecognized and unreported 
cases would make the number nearer 
50,000. The very careful health sur¬ 
vey conducted during the past two 
years In Framingham, Mass., revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis In a popula¬ 
tion of approximately 15,000. If these 
proportions hold true for the United 
States as a whole they would Indicate 
fhat about one in every hundred per¬ 
sons is tuberculous. Each of these 
constitutes a source of danger to be 
guarded against.” 

What to Do. 

In his statement to the public Sur¬ 
geon General Blue points out how 
those who have had influenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo¬ 
sis. “All who have recovered from In¬ 
fluenza,” says the Surgeon General, 
“should have their lungs carefully ex¬ 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fact, it Is desirable to have several ex¬ 
aminations made a month apart Such 
examinations cannot be made through 
the clothing nor can they be carried 
out In two or three minutes. If the 
lungs are found to be free from tuber¬ 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them so. This can be done by 
right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air.”

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DESTROYER TO BE NAMED 

AFTER ENLISTED MAN 


FRIDAY, DECEMBER 27, 1918. 


Destroyer 178, under construction 
at the Union Iron Works, San Fran¬ 
cisco, is to be named the U. S. S. 
Hogan, in honor of an enlisted man, 
who entered the United States Navy 
from Boston, Massachusetts, in 1811 
on the schooner Revenge, commanded 
by Lieutenant O. H. Perry. The Re¬ 
venge was later wrecked in Newport 
Harbor during a heavy fog. Hogan 
with the rest of the crew was trans¬ 
ferred to the Constitution (Old Iron¬ 
sides) on February 18, 1811. He 
served on the Constitution during an 
engagement with the frigate Guer- 
riere, and when the flag was shot 
away he climbed up and lashed it in 
place in the face of the firing. He 
remained on the Constitution and in 
the fight between that ship and the 
Java in January, 1813, he was 
verely wounded, losing the fingers of 
both hands. He died December 1, 
1818. His home was in New York 
City.

Form of Relief for the Col¬ 
larless Neckline.

HOME INDUSTRY LEAGUE TO REDWOOD MAY GET *150 000 

STIMULATE MANUFACTURING FRUIT CAMMG iIotSTRT 



California is to become a manufac¬ 
turing center, according to the plan 
of the Home Industry League just in¬ 
augurated. 

According to the league authorities, 
California’s raw products, original 
designs and ideas have been turned 
into so many millions of dollars out¬ 
side the State that a concerted effort 
will be made to stimulate manufac¬ 
turing and for keeping the best of 
what the State produces within its 
own boundaries. 

Bearing in mind the cargoes of 
beans, prunes, grapes and other prod¬ 
ucts which yearly leave California 
and return canned or bottled as im¬ 
ported goods under another State 
label, Manager Edward H. Brown has 
just completed a canvass of California 
for factories desired in various locali¬ 
ties and inducements which might be 
offered. The results have been al¬ 
most startling. Hardly a locality ex¬ 
ists which is not anxious for a factory 
for home industry. Furthermore, 
every region offers inducements to 
manufacturers, ranging from free 
building sites to bonuses of from five 
hundred to fifteen thousand dollars. 

In one instance one community 
offered to pay 5 per cent of the first 
year’s wages of employees. The fac¬ 
tories desired range from pickle fac¬ 
tories to paper mills. 

General circulation throughout the 
East and Middle West has been given 
these facts and a nation-wide pub¬ 
licity campaign has been started for 
the enlightenment and benefit of 
manufaiturers desiring to avail them¬ 
selves of Western production, as well 
as for the benefit of the communities. 

“The President is writing too many 
notes,” yelled Roosevelt and other 
critics of Mr. Wilson when he was 
checking and checkmating Gorman 
officials. “His propensity for writing 
notes is a menace,” they said. 

“There is no necessity for the Presi¬ 
dent’s visit to Europe,” shriek those 
same critics. “Instead of going to the 
Peace Conference in person, let him 
stay at home and write notes if he 
wishes to say anything to the confer¬ 
ence.”
